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FREE  PAPER  FAILURE. 

THE  OKLAHOMA  POINTER  QUITS 
FIELD  AFTER  PUTTING  UP  A 
STIFF  FIGHT. 

Cost  of  White  Paper  for  Large  Circu¬ 
lation  and  Opposition  of  the  Free 
Press  Said  to  Have  Brought  About 
the  End — Both  Papers  Are  Now 
Out  of  Business — Chickasha  Daily 
Has  Also  Suspended  Publication. 

A  dispatch  from  Oklahoma  City. 

( )kla..  announces  that  the  Pointer,  a  free 
newspaper  issued  hy  the  Tucker 
I’.ruthers.  of  that  city,  has  suspended 
publication.  The  paper  was  started 
three  or  four  years  ago  under  most 
favorable  circumstances.  The  Tucker 
P.rothers  were  practical  printers  ami 
newsi)aper  men,  who  believed  that  a 
paper  whiclt  sltould  he  distributed  free 
of  charge  to  the  citizens  of  Oklahoma 
City  would  make  a  great  hit  and  would 
soon  become  a  most  valuable  advertising 
medium. 

The  Pointer  at  first  consisted  of  hut 
four  pages.  Nearly  all  of  the  work  in 
getting  it  up  was  done  hy  the  Tucker 
Brothers  themselves  and  a  sister  acted 
as  bookkeeper.  .-\s  the  newspaper  was 
full  of  local  news  written  in  a  bright 
and  intelligent  manner,  it  soon  became 
popular  with  advertisers.  So  great  was 
the  demand  for  sjiace  that  its  size  was 
increased  from  four  to  eight  pages  and 
finally  to  sixteen.  The  circulation,  which 
was  only  a  few  thousand  at  the  start, 
soon  ran  up  to  lO.iWd,  then  to  lo.OOO  and 
recently  to  2h,(MMt.  ^ 

While  the  circulation  remained  at  P',-  , 
hno  the  Tucker  Brothers  made  money 
out  of  the  enteriirise.  hut  when  it  began 
to  approach  the  •JO.itl'i  mark  the  cost  of 
white  paper  became  so  heavy  that  in  a 
very  short  time  all  of  the  suriilus  earn¬ 
ings  were  wiped  out  and  they  faced  a 
deficit.  Shortly  before  this  point  was 
reached  a  new  press  had  been  ordered 
to  take  care  of  the  fast  growing  cir¬ 
culation.  L’lif'  rtunately,  when  the  pay¬ 
ments  became  due  they  found  them¬ 
selves  unable  to  meet  them  and  finally 
they  were  obliged  to  cease  the  publica¬ 
tion  of  the  paper. 

.\  few  months  ago  the  owners  of  the 
Oklahoman,  the  leading  newspaper  of 
the  city,  established  the  Free  Press,  a 
free  afternoon  journal,  for  the  purpose, 
it  is  said,  of  putting  the  Pointer  out  of 
business.  The  fight  between  tbe  two 
pajicrs  soon,  became  very  acute.  Instead 
of  having  one  free  jiaper  to  read  the 
people  now  had  two  and  public  atten¬ 
tion  was  divided.  The  advertising  rates 
of  the  new  paper  were  lower  than  those 
of  the  older  publication  and  this  had 
its  effect  in  reducing  the  revenues  of 
the  Pointer,  and  in  bringing  about  the 
end. 

The  results  of  the  free  ne.vspaper  war 
in  Oklahoma  have  been  awaited  with 
considerable  interest  by  newspaper  pub¬ 
lishers  throughout  the  country.  If  the 
experiments  tried  in  that  city  had 
proved  successful  undoubtedly  many 
other  free  newspapers  w'ould  have  been 
started  in  other  parts  of  the  country. 

The  most  notable  failure  in  the  field 
previous  to  the  Pointer  and  the  Free 
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Press,  which  also  su-pended.  was 
Detroit  To-Day,  an  enterprise  in  which 
James  Swanson  sunk  a  fortune  a  few 
years  ago. 

.\NOTHER  FREE  I’Al’ER  OflTS. 

L.  M.  .Monroe  and  C.  C.  Doton.  who 
have  ptibiished  a  free  daily  newspaper  at 
Chickasha,  Okla.,  fi^r  some  months,  have 
decided  to  ([uit  the  field.  They  will  move 
their  plant  to  Tuttle,  where  they  will  es¬ 
tablish  a  Democratic  weekly  newspaper. 

Banished  Editors  May  Return. 

.\dvices  from  Cuba  indicate  that  Jose 
Maria  \’illaverde.  managinjr  editor  of 
Cuba,  the  conservative  organ,  and  his 
nephew,  Manuel  Villaverde,  who  were 
recently  banished  from  the  island,  will 
soon  return.  President  Gomez  havin.g 
promised  that  he  wid  permit  them  to 
come  back  providing  prominent  Span¬ 
iards  residing  in  Cuba  will  make  the 
request.

!  The  plant  will  be  used  for  the  publi¬ 
cation  of  the  various  periodicals  con¬ 
trolled  hy  the  Columbian-Sterling  Pub- 
!  lishing  Co.  Its  imrchase  is  another  step 
i  in  the  movement  of  the  big  groups  of 
1  magazines  away  from  tbe  old  plan  of 
i  having  their  products  printed  under 
J  contract.

POSTMASTER  GENERAL  HITCH¬ 
COCK  ADVOCATES  ADOPTION 
OF  PROPOSED  PLAN. 


Declares  That  It  Would  Not  Only  be 
of  Great  Benefit  But  Would  Pro¬ 
duce  a  Large  Revenue — Second 
Class  Rates  Discussed  Before  Com¬ 
mission — Some  Interesting  Figures 
Concerning  the  Magazines. 

Friends  of  the  parcels  post  movement 
'  were  much  gratified  last  week  to  learn 
that  Postmaster-General  Hitchcock  had 
publicly  declared  himself  in  favor  of 
the  proposed  innovation. 

The  occasion  was  the  final  session  of 
the  Congressional  Commission's  inquiry 
into  the  second-class  mail  rates,  and  in 
the  course  of  his  remarks  before  that 
body  he  said : 

‘T  am  very  much  in  favor  of  a  parcel 
post,  but  it  must  be  established  in  such 
a  way  as  to  enable  the  department  to 
take  care  of  it  without  interference  with 
the  other  classes  of  mail.  I  should  like 
an  enactment  permitting  the  department 
first  to  instal  the  parcel  post  in  the  rural 
free  delivery  routes.  Then  it  may  be  ex¬ 
tended  as  the  opportunity  offered  to  the 
'  deliveries  of  the  smaller  and  larger 
cities;  then,  when  conditions  have  been 
carefully  adjusted,  it  might  be  estab¬ 
lished  on  the  railway  mail  service  and 
the  entire  postal  system. 

WOULD  PRODUCE  GREAT  REVENUE. 

‘‘If  it  were  inaugurated  universally  at 
once  great  confusion  would  arise,  and 
the  rapid  delivery  of  ordinary  mail  mat¬ 
ter  would  be  checked.  I  am  sure  this 
parcel  post  would  produce  a  great  rev¬ 
enue  and  would  in  particular  be  of  great 
benefit  to  the  persons  living  along  the 
free  delivery  routes.’’ 

The  Postmaster-General  went  on  to 
discuss  the  second-c'ass  mail  rates,  which 
is  the  commission’s  main  concern.  He 
denied  that  the  Government  was  seeking 
any  increase  of  rates,  but  desired  mere¬ 
ly  a  readjustment.  First-class  mail,  or 
letters,  he  said,  are  carried  at  a  profit ; 
second-class  mail,  or  magazines,  at  a 
loss.  Consequently  the  people  are  being 
taxed  to  the  extent  of  the  profit  on  the 
first-class  in  order  to  support  the  cost 
of  the  second-class. 

SHOULD  EE  SELF-SUPl-ORTINC. 

“Were  the  publishers,  of  whom  there 
are  only  flO.OOn,"  argued  the  Postmaster- 
General,  “to  pay  the  cost  of  handling 
their  mail  there  could  be  a  correspond¬ 
ing  decrease  in  the  cost  to  the  public  of 
the  first-class  mail.  It  is  our  contention 
that  each  class  of  mail  matter  should 
be  self-sustaining  ."md  pay  for  its  trans¬ 
portation  from  the  mailing  point  to  its 
destination.  We  are  not  seeking  a  sur¬ 
plus,  but  to  so  adjust  existing  rates  and 
classifications  that  any  profits  may  ac¬ 
crue  to  the  benefit  of  the  !K),0h0,000  of 
mail-sending  persons  in  the  country.’’ 

Then  the  Postmaster-General  entered 
into  some  statistics  to  show  how  much 
some  magazine  publishers  had  increased 
their  receipts  from  advertising.  Every¬ 
body’s  Magazine,  he  stated,  had  in  1899 
charged  $1  a  line  and  $150  for  a  page 
insertion.  Last  year  it  asked  $2.23  a 
!  line  or  $2.50  if  the  matter  was  colored. 
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and  for  a  papic.  The  Saturday

The  route  must  lead 
via  Chicago.  He  may  fly  as  many  miles 
daily  as  he  elects;  he  may  stop  as  often 
as  he  jileases,  whenever  he  pleases. 
There  is  no  limit  to  the  number  of  stops 
that  may  be  made,  nor  the  time  the  avi¬ 
ator  may  stop  in  any  one  place. 

The  entire  flight  must  be  made  within 
thirty  consecutive  days.

California  Court  Decides  Telegraph 
Officials  and  Employes  Responsible. 

The  demurrer  interjiosed  by  Edwin  T. 
Karl,  jiublisher  of  the  Los  .Angeles  Ex- 
press  and  the  Tribune,  to  the  indictment 
charging  him  with  having  published  the 
contents  of  an  intercepted  aerogram  was 
sustained  this  week  by  Judge  Walter 
Bordvvell.  of  the  Supreme  Court.  Dis- 
irict  .Attorney  Fredericks  announced  he 
would  appeal  from  the  ruling. 

Judge  Bordwcll  held  that  the  law  of 
1872,  to  safeguard  the  contents  of  tele¬ 
graphic  messages,  tiivon  which  the  indict¬ 
ment  was  based,  applied  only  to  officers 
and  employes  of  telegraph  companies, 
and  that  therefore  Mr.  Earl  committed 
no  offense  when  he  published  an  aero¬ 
gram  taken  out  of  the  air  by  three 
amateur  wireless  operators. 

This  ends  the  case  unless  the  District 
Court  of  -Appeals  reverses  Judge  Bord¬ 
vvell.

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TROUBLE  AT  SEATTLE. 


EDITOR  AND  PUBLISHER  OF  THE 
STAR  ARRESTED  FOR  CON¬ 
TEMPT  OF  COURT. 

As  the  result  of  .i  movement  started 
ill  Seattle  some  months  ago  to  impeach 
and  remove  Judge  Hanford  of  the 
I’nited  States  Court.  l.eRoy  Sanders, 
editor  of  the  Seattle  Star,  and  B.  C. 
Cantield.  puh'.isher  of  the  Star  and 
manager  of  a  string  of  newspapers 
along  the  Pacific  Coast,  together  with 
seven  prominent  business  men  of  the 
city,  were  arrested  on  Aug.  26  on  a 
charge  of  conspiring  to  obstruct  the  ad¬ 
ministration  of  justice  in  a  United 
Stales  court. 

The  warrants  were  issued  as  a  result 
of  the  hanging  in  effigy  of  Judge  Han¬ 
ford  and  tlie  utterance  of  inflammatory 
speeches,  at  a  mass  meeting  held  the 
night  previous,  denouncing  the  Court 
for  having  issued  an  injunction  re¬ 
straining  the  people  of  Rainier  Valley 
from  interfering  with  the  Seattle,  Ren- 
ten  &  Southern  Railroad,  which  is  in¬ 
volved  in  a  fight  with  its  patrons  over 
transfers. 

HOW  THE  ROW  ST.\RTEn. 

The  troubles  leading  up  to  the  above 
arrests  .started  several  months  ago 
when  suburban  patrons  of  the  local 
railroad  company  demanded  free  trans¬ 
fers.  Their  request  was  refused  and 
the  matter  was  taken  into  the  courts, 
where  a  decision  was  rendered  in  favor 
of  the  people.  The  railroad  company 
thereupon  carried  it  up  to  the  United 
States  District  Court. 

While  the  case  was  still  pending  a 
bitter  fight  occurred  between  the  em¬ 
ployes  of  the  company  and  some  of  its 
patrons  over  transfers,  during  which 
several  cars  were  wrecked  and  consid¬ 
erable  damage  done.  The  Star,  which 
espoused  the  cause  of  the  suburbanites, 
was  very  active  in  the  fight  against  the 
railroad  company  and  two  of  its  edit¬ 
ors.  T.eRoy  .Sanders  and  Hugh  Allen, 
respectively  editor  and  managing  editor 
of  the  Star,  were  arrested  and  thrown 
into  jail,  but  were  subsequently  released 
on  bail.  The  case  has  not  yet  been  set-

Then 
the  -Xew  Vork  creditors  applied  for  the 
appointment  of  an  ancilliary  receiver, 
ami  Turner  was  apiiointed. 

Turner  had  bought  a  controlling  in¬ 
terest  in  the  (laiier  in  IWM  and  was  one 
of  the  receivers  appointed  hy  the  .Xew 
Jersey  court.  In  1!I<>1  the  creditors 
asked  for  an  accounting  and  Charles  W. 
West  was  appointed  referee  to  pass  on 
Turner's  stewardship.  The  referee 
found  the  claims  against  the  Recorder 
to  l>e  and  that  the  market  value 

of  the  property  was  about  half  that 
amount.  He  found  also  that  the  receiver 
had  in  his  hands  in  cash  $11,177,  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  costs  and  expenses  of  the 
receivership,  and  that  Turner  had  paid 
to  himself  as  receiver  without 

the  authority  of  the  court. 

In  addition  he  found  that  Turner  had 
paid  to  himself  as  an  eilitor  of  the  news¬ 
paper  a  salary  of  $12')  a  week  from 
July  d,  iStMl,  when  he  was  aiipointed  re¬ 
ceiver,  until  October  !!•  of  the  same 
year,  when  the  jiaper  suspended  publica¬ 
tion.  The  referee  recommended  that 
the  money  on  hand,  less  costs  and  ex¬ 
penses  he  distrihuted  among  the  cred¬ 
itors. 

The  petition  presented  to  Justice 
Bisc'noff  asked  for  the  removal  of  Tur¬ 
ner  on  the  ground  that  he  had  converted 
funds  of  the  insolvent  company  to  his 
own  use  and  that  he  was  guilty  of  ne¬ 
glect  and  inattention  in  the  handling  of 
the  company’s  affairs. 

.\ceompanying  .Mr.  Patterson's  peti¬ 
tion  was  an  affidavit  made  hy  David  G.

Xational  Bank,  where  he  keiit  the  ac¬ 
count.

It  chose 
as  a  site  the  most  prominent  business 
corner  in  the  city,  directly  opposite  the 
court  house,  and  upon  it  erected  the 
structure  it  now  occupies. 

The  building,  which  is  used  e.xclusive- 
Iv  for  news  purjioses.  consists  of  ;i  sin 
gle  story  and  basement.  It  is  con- 
structeil  of  bniT  brick  with  brown  stone 
trimmings. 

The  entrance  to  th.e  building  is  on  a 
level  with  the  street  and  just  inside  the 
vestibule  is  a  flight  of  seven  steps  lead¬ 
ing  to  the  lirst  door.  The  crowning 
feature  of  this  tloor,  iierhaiis  of  the 
entire  building,  is  the  rotunda,  off  wliich 
oiien  practically  all  of  the  offices. 

In  the  center  of  the  rotunda  is  a  pil¬ 
lar,  which  serves  as  a  flue  to  the  boiler 
:md  metal  furnace  in  the  liasement.  1  he 
pillar  is  covered  with  plaster,  tinted  like 
the  rest  of  the  building,  and  at  its  base 
is  an  upholstered  seat.  The  seal  itself 
resembles  a  mammoth  cheese  box  and 
the  workmanship  on  it  is  splendid.

PAPER. 

Whetiu-r  tir  imt  it  i.s  ixissiililt-  to  make 
a  ciimmercial  success  of  a  free  news- 
paiier — one  that  is  tlistriliutetl  witliout 
cost  t<i  its  readers— is  still  an  open  tiues- 
tion,  although,  up  to  the  present  time, 
it  has  not  been  done. 

nnmlier  of  these  free  papers  have 
Ix-eii  started,  have  tlonrished  for  a  time, 
and  then  have  gone  out  of  existence. 
The  most  promising  of  all,  the  Pointer, 
of  Dklahonta  City,  with  a  circulation  of 
■xi.tMMi^  gave  up  the  ghost  last  week.  The 
history  of  this  experiment,  which  will 
lie  found  in  our  news  columns,  is  well 
worth  studying  hy  newspaper  puhlishers 
everywhere. 

Here  was  a  paper  that,  from  an  eco- 
niiminal  viewpoint,  was  issued  under 
ideal  conditions.  The  Tucker  Broth¬ 
ers,  the  owners,  were  practical  newspa- 
|)er  men  who  did  nearly  all  the  work  of 
writing,  editing  and  printing  the  paper 
themselves.  They  paid  out  very  little, 
if  any,  money  for  outside  help.  The 
enterprise  wa-  a  family  affair. 

Uklahoma  City  is  one  of  the  most 
progressive  and  enteriirising  cities  of 
the  Southwest.  Ifuriiig  the  past  live 
years  it  has  had  a  remarkahle  growth, 
and  IS  the  distributing  (toint  for  the  mer¬ 
chandise  retpiired  hy  tl'.e  population  re¬ 
siding  in  the  great  territory  lying  to  the 
south  and  west.  Such  a  city  afforded 
an  excellent  opportunity  for  trying  out 
the  experiment  of  estahlishing  a  free 
newspaiKT. 

i  he  I’ointer  met  with  favor  from  the 
start.  It  was  bright,  newsy  and  tiior- 
onghly  up  to  date.  The  people  l.kcU  it 
and  read  :t.  .Advertisers  patronized  it 
generously.  It  became  so  successful  that 
the  owners  of  the  Oklahoman,  the  lead¬ 
ing  morning  newspaper,  started  a  rival 
afternoon  paper  of  similar  character. 

.\s  long  as  the  circulation  was  below 
lu.ttiiu  the  I’ointer  made  money,  but 
when  it  rose  to  15, WO  and  then  to  2u,0W, 
the  cost  of  the  white  paper  was  so  in¬ 
creased  that  the  profits  derived  from  ad¬ 
vertising  were  wipeti  out  and  a  deficit 
was  incurred  which  soon  grew  to  such 
large  proportions  that  it  drove  the  pub- 
lisheis  out  of  business.  With  its  sus- 
|iension  the  Oklahoman’s  free  evetiing 
edition  was  withdrawn. 


It  is  til  he  (liiulited  whether  it  would 
he  pii.s.silili-  for  anyone,  no  matter  how 
Will  (|ualilied  he  might  he,  to  make  a 
success  of  a  daily  newspaper  unless  an 
income  is  obtained  from  its  eireiilation. 
'ton  c;m  only  charge  a  certain  sum  for 
yniir  advertising.  If  yuu  go  heyond  that 
aii'iitmt  you  will  soon  drive  away  a 
pniritahle  p.itronage.  The  cnst  of  issu¬ 
ing  an  up-to-date  newspaper  is  now  so 
high  that  a  considerahlc  amuiint  of  ad¬ 
vertising  must  he  carried  to  pay  ex- 
pen.ses.  If  the  circulation  pays  for  it¬ 
self  and  yields  even  a  small  profit  it 
elimmates  an  imponant  item  from  the 
debit  side  ot  the  ledger. 

In  order  to  make  a  free  newspaper 
pay  the  owners  must  he  able  to  make  a 
maximum  charge  for  advertising  and 
carry  on  the  business  at  a  minimum  cost. 
U  hat  the  limits  are  within  which  suc¬ 
cess  IS  pos.sihle  no  one  has  yet  lieen  able 
to  discover. 

A  MODEL  EXPLANATION. 

The  example  set  hy  the  Lehigh  Valley 
Railroad  t'o.  in  promptly  issuing  to  the 
press  a  plain  and  thoroughly  .satisfac¬ 
tory  explanation  of  the  causes  of  the 
accident  at  Manchester,  in  which  thirty- 
seven  lives  were  lost  and  seventy  jier- 
sons  were  hurt,  ought  to  he  followed  by- 
other  railroad  companies  under  similar 
circumstances. 

The  accident  was  due  to  a  defective 
rail.  hut.  instead  of  merely  stating  the 
tact  and  letting  it  go  at  that,  the  com¬ 
pany  descrilx'd  the  nature  of  the  defects 
and  showed  that  as  they  were  within  the 
body  of  the  rail  itself  their  presence  could 
not  he  detected  from  the  outside.  More¬ 
over.  the  rail  had  been  subjected  to  the 
usual  physical  tests  when  it  was  manu¬ 
factured  ami  had  been  found  satisfac¬ 
tory. 

t'ontrast  this  action  of  the  Lehigh  of¬ 
ficials  with  that  of  some  other  rail¬ 
roads.  When  accidents  <M:cur  the  re- 
IMirters.  in  many  instances,  are  unable 
to  secure  from  the  president,  general 
manager  or  anyone  else  a  statement 
giving  the  true  cause.  In  the  absence 
of  official  information  the  newspaper 
men  must  do  the  Ixst  they  can.  They 
interview  the  passengers,  examine  the 
wreck,  and  try  to  get  information  from 
the  train  hands,  who  are  forbidden  to 
talk  to  newspaper  men  about  the  affairs 


of  the  road.  If  their  conclusions  are  in¬ 
correct.  and  their  statements  are  mis¬ 
leading,  who  is  to  blame?  t'erlainly  not 
the  reporters,  who  did  the  best  they 
could  to  get  the  facts,  hut  rather  the 
railroad  officials  who  refused  to  help 
them. 

It  is  a  pKa.sure  to  note  that  the  rail¬ 
roads  tire  t:ik  ng  the  piiliFc  into  their 
conlideiici-  miK'h  more  ihttn  they  did 
formerlv.  ( )l'r,ci:ds  tie  now  less  inde¬ 
pendent  in  their  altitude  :md  more  eager 
to  please  their  patrons.  This  is  a  good 
sign.  .\s  the  people  support  the  r;iil- 
roails  their  re-piests  for  information 
should  always  receive  respectful  atten¬ 
tion. 

EDITORIAL  COMMENT. 

Under  the  new  law,  which  vvent  into 
effect  in  .\evv  ^’ork  State  on  Sept.  1,  it 
s  illegal  to  affix  an  advertisement  to  any 
object,  natural  or  artificial,  that  is  the 
property  of  another,  without  the  owner’s 
Consent,  or  to  display  any  form  of  ad¬ 
vertisement  on  the  public  highway. 
Moreover,  the  law  expressly  authorizes 
anyone  to  take  down,  remove  and 
destroy  any  tidvcrtisements  displayed  tm 
the  publ’c  highway.  .Acting  upon  the 
suggestion  contained  in  the  statute  the 
GoikI  Roads  Committee  of  the  .\uio 
mobile  Cluh  of  .-America  set  aside  Sept.  1 
as  "Cleaniiig-l'p  Day."  There  is  little 
doubt  as  to  'he  wisdom  of  the  new 
law.  From  this  time  on  no  one  will  Iv- 
allowed  to  deface  the  scenery  or  tlie 
iiighway  without  paying  the  penalty. 


The  Periodical  Publishers’  .Associa¬ 
tion  of  .America  has  issued  a  list  of 
about  -jlK.i  names  of  criminal  magazine 
subscription  agen  s  who  have  lieen  oper¬ 
ating  in  various  States,  and  offers  a  re¬ 
ward  of  $2.5  each  for  their  arrest  and 
conviction.  It  would  be  a  good  thing 
if  all  of  these  bogus  agents  were  appre¬ 
hended  and  sent  to  jail.  There  are 
many  honest,  hard-working  subscription 
agents  whose  co-operation  the  publishers 
welcome.  Hut  the  work  they  do  could 
he  performed  just  as  well  by  newsdeal¬ 
ers,  the  most  of  whom  can  furnish 
m.-igazines  at  as  reasonable  rates  as  the 
agents.  If  the  public  would  place  their 
subscriptions  through  them  they  would 
be  certain  that  the  money  paid  would 
not  lx*  stolen  and  that  they  vvuu'd  re¬ 
ceive  what  they  order. 

The  hill  recently  passed  by  the 
(ieorgia  Legislature  giving  railroads  au¬ 
thority  to  exchange  mileage  for  adver¬ 
tising  space  in  the  newspapers  of  the 
State  has  been  vetoed  by  Gov.  Hill, 
who  holds  that  the  bill,  as  framed,  con¬ 
taining,  as  it  did.  no  restrictions  forcing 
the  exchange  to  be  made  on  a  business 
basis  of  value  received,  would  practi¬ 
cally  furnish  free  transportation  passes 
to  thousands  of  people,  and  would  be  a 
step  backward.  This  defect  in  the  bill 
will  probably  he  remedied  at  the  next 
session  of  the  Legislature.

NEW  RULING  ON  STICKERS. 


Can  No  Longer  Be  Used  on  Address 
Side  of  Letters  or  Cards. 

-An  order,  issued  hy  the  Postma.ster- 
General,  prohibiting  tlu-  use  of  stickers 
on  the  address  side  of  m.-iil  matter,  is 
hclieved  hy  post  office  employes  to  Ive 
the  first  step  on  the  part  of  the  Govern- 
meni  to  prevent  the  printing  of  any  ad¬ 
vert. sing  matter  on  the  address  side  of 
letters  or  other  classes  of  mail  matter. 

The  anti-sticker  order,  just  sent  mit 
from  AA'ashington,  itrohihits  the  use  of 
any  form  of  sticker  on  the  address  side 
of  mail  matter,  hut  permits  their  use 
on  the  reverse  side,  provided  the  stick¬ 
ers  do  not  resemble  postage  stamps  and 
do  not  hear  numerals.  Tlie  order  states 
all  domestic  mail  matter  sent  in  viola- 
tiott  of  this  new  rule  wi  1  he  returned  to 
the  sender,  if  known,  and  if  not.  to  the 
dtad  letter  office. 

The  order,  no  doubt,  was  issued  be¬ 
cause  of  the  practice  of  linns,  exposi¬ 
tion  concerns  and  individuals  of  plac¬ 
ing  advertising  stickers  on  the  face  of 
letters,  and  will  result  in  faeilitatin.g 
the  distrihiition  of  mail. 

.Advertisements  on  the  face  of  lel- 
te-s  are  very  confusing  and  sometimes 
cause  much  delay  in  handling.  Clerks 
sometimes  have  to  piizz'e  over  an  en- 
ve  ope  before  they  can  find  the  ad¬ 
dress.

The  rapid  development  of  the  Soutli 
along  commercial  lines  has  directed  keen 
attention  to  the  development  of  trade 
papers  in  that  section.

Death  of  the  Rev.  J.  B.  Devins. 

1  he  Rev.  John  Bancroft  Devins, 
editor  and  proprietor  of  the  New  York 
Observer,  manager  of  the  New  York 
Tribune’s  Fresh  .\ir  Fund,  and  asso¬ 
ciated  with  a  large  number  of  chari¬ 
table  ami  religious  enterprises,  died  sud¬ 
denly  of  acute  indigestion  at  his  home 
in  Brooklyn  on  Saturday.  -Aug,  2(!. 

Dr.  Devins,  who  was  horn  in  New 
York.  Sept.  2t!,  18.7(l.  worked  his  way 
through  New  York  University  and 
through  the  Union  Theological  .Sem¬ 
inary  as  a  reporter  on  the  Tribune. 
His  first  [larish  was  Hope  Chape’,  on 
the  least  Side,  where  he  remained  for 
ten  years.  In  1H!I8  he  went  to  the 
Brown  Street  Tabernacle.  It  was  at 
about  this  time  that  he  hectinu*  mana¬ 
ging  editor  of  the  Observer,  a  Presby¬ 
terian  weekly  newspaper. 

His  life  was  one  of  intense  activity. 
.An  enumeration  of  the  various  relig¬ 
ious,  charitable  and  welfare  organiza¬ 
tions  with  which  he  was  affiliated  would 
fill  nearly  a  column  of  this  journal.  He 
possessed  a  broad,  sympathetic  nature, 
and  wanted  to  help  everybody  who 
needed  assistance.  .At  his  funeral  one 
of  the  speakers,  in  referring  to  his 
work  for  the  church,  said  that  there 
were  on'y  two  or  three  Presbyterian 
clergymen  who  had  done  as  much  to 
advance  its  interests  as  Dr.  Devins.
